1970. 
Nolan said he believes he can defeat 
Gilligan in about 70 of the 88 counties, 
but “ the battle will be in the big 
counties I II have to at least break even 
in my county. I should be able to at 
least do that in my home county.”

Prem ier Golda Meir held up plans to 
return 2,(KH) wounded Arab POWS until 
the Arabs come up with a list of Israelis 
they captured in the war. 


Maj. Gen. Shmuel Eyal said the 
Israeli governnment believes Egypt is 
holding about 350 Israelis and Syria 
about IOO. He says Israel is willing to 
trade the 7,(KM) Arabs it captured for 
them 


The semi-official Cairo newspaper Al 
Ah ram 
said 
Egypt 
informed 
U.N. 
Secretary-General Hurt Waldheim it 
will give the prisoner list to the Inter­ 
national Red Cross, but there was no 
immediate comment from Israel.

WASHINGTON 
As mysterious as 
the wildest whodunit ever written are 
the contradictory events of the past 
week They have been as baffling in 
some respects for Secretary of State 
Henry A Kissinger as for the average 
citizen sitting on the sidelines and 
wondering what in thunder is going on 
At his press conference Kissinger did 
not disclose the reaction he and his 
associates had in Moscow where they 
went 
at 
the 
invitation 
of 
Party 
Secretary Leonid Brezhnev. They 
were impressed by the great value that 
Brezhnev and the men around him put 
on detente with the United States In 
the six hours of discussion it was the 
centerpiece of Kremlin decision­ 
making. 
In rapid order agreement was 
reached on a joint U.S.-U.S.S.R. cease­ 
fire resolution to be put before the 
United Nations Security Council. 
Nothing was said about any Soviet- 
American force to police the cease fire. 
The understanding was that 
the 
policing would be done by a U N. ob­ 
server force. 


T H IS W A S the word Kissinger took to 
Israeli Prime Minister Golda Meir 
when he flew from Moscow to Tel Aviv. 
It was a most-welcome w ord in light of 
Israel’s heavy casualties and severe 
losses of planes and armor. 
Then without any warning the roof 
fell in. It was the lot of Kissinger’s 
friend 
and 
collaborator, 
Soviet 
Ambassador 
Anatoly 
Dobrynin, 
to 
bring him a note stating the Kremlin's 
intention to send in Soviet forces 
unilaterally even though the United 
States declined to participate. The 
Kremlin knew very well Washington 
would have none of a joint force in the 
explosive Middle East. 
The specter that arose immediately 
was of a split in the Soviet hierarchy 
between a Brezhnev-detente faction 
and the hard-line militarists.

accurate estimate, the lug Soviet crop 
will assure the world of a slight surplus

A PBS spokesman, who last week 
said there’d be nogavel-to-gavelreports 
of future hearings on Public TV, says 
that position has been changed by the 
stormy public reaction to President 
Nixon’s firing of special Watergate 
prosecutor Archibald Cox 
“ I think the whole public reaction 
simply indicates that if we can possibly 
do it, we arc obligated to provide the 
coverage,” he said. 
He emphasized that in no way will all 
evening videotape reruns of future 
Watergate hearings be gavel-to-gavel. 
It will depend on the importance of 
each witness, he explained. 
As an example, he said, PB S un­ 
doubtedly would rebroadcast the full 
testimony of Cox 
fired Oct. 20 by 
Nixon 
were Cox to be called on to 
appear before the Senate Watergate 
Committee. 
“ We haven’t made any decisions 
yet,”

coverage. ‘‘However, we’re gearing up 
and ... getting ready to go gavel-to- 
gavel if we feel it’s warranted.”

The PBS spokesman said the initial 
decision against gavel to gavel reruns 
of the coming hearings was made

At that time, he said, many public TV 
stations felt the hearings had “ ground 
down to the {joint of dullness” and most 
of them said they no longer wanted the 
gavel-to-gavel repeats PBS has run in 
the past. 
He said they also didn’t want the 
occasional three-hour abridged ver­ 
sions of the hearings, but that they did 
want P B S to stay "flexible” in its 
coverage plans 


PBS had planned to ask the stations 
again late last week what Watergate 
hearing 
coverage 
they 
wanted 
rebroadcast at night. Hut it instead 
decided to stick with the stations’ pre­ 
vious orders to use* its own judgement, 
the spokesman said. 


Referring to future gavel-to-gavel 
repeats PBS may run at night, he said, 
“ we’re going to wait and see who the 
committee’s witnesses are and then 
we’re going to simply tell the stations 
that we’re going to feed it.

Israel pressed Egypt and Syria for 
prisoner-of-war lists and a prisoner 
exchange Monday as the 
Israeli 


government came under fire at home 
for letting supplies get through to the 
stranded Egyptian 3rd Army. 


Prem ier Golda Meir held up plans to 
return 2,000 wounded Arab PO W S until 
the Arabs come up with a list of Israelis 
they captured in the war. 


Maj. Gen. Shmuel Eyal said the 
Israeli governnment believes Egypt is 
holding about 350 Israelis and Syria 
about IOO. He says Israel is willing to 
trade the 7,000 Arabs it captured for 
them. 


The semi-official Cairo newspaper Al 
Ahram

Egypt

Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim it 
will give the prisoner list to the Inter­ 
national Red Cross, but there was no 
immediate comment from Israel. 


Al Ahram said Egypt made the 
promise while stressing to Waldheim 
“ the necessity of Israeli troops with­ 
drawing” to their positions when the 
first U N. cease-fire went into effect 
Oct. 22. 


An Israeli m ilitary delegation led by 
Maj.

WASHINGTON — In the wake of the 
Watergate scandal, 
numerous bills 
have been introduced in Congress to 
close the loopholes in the campaign 
contribution laws. 
One area to which this legislation has 
not addressed itself until now, however, 
is the reprehensible use of political 
espionage in campaigns. 
While such things as spying and 
political pranks are not necessarily 
anything new' to politics or associated 
only with Watergate — they’ve been 
used on me for years — the extent and 
the sophisticated level to which 
political espionage is allegedly being 
employed today is. 
The practice of spying or using spies 
to gather information on or to disrupt 
the 
plans 
and 
activities of 
other 
political candidates or committees can 
no longer be shrugged off as an 
inevitable part of the campaign process 
and tolerated as only a minor tran­ 
sgression. 
It must be recognized as the serious 
threat to fair and open elections that it 
is and dealt with specifically in the 
federal campaign election laws. 
IT IS for this reason that I am co­ 
sponsoring the “Election Campaign 
Espionage Act” , the purpose of which 
is three-fold: 
First. It would prohibit any employe 
or volunteer working on behalf of one 
candidate or political committee to 
provide any service to another can­ 
didate or committee with the intent of 
interfering with any election or cam ­ 
paign activity of such other candidate 
or politcal 
>mmittee. 
Second. It would prohibit the use of 
contributions or any campaign funds 
for such espionage purposes, or to aid 
in the commission of any other offense 
already prohibited by state or federal 
law such as wiretapping, electronic 
surveillance, burglary, breaking and 
entering and so forth.

However, 
while the acts themselves of breaking 
and entering, burglary and “ bugging” 
were unlawful, purchasing the equip­ 
ment was not, provided it was reported 
in accordance w'ith existing campaign 
financing laws.

Espionage Act, even the purchase of 
such equipment with campaign funds 
would be illegal. 
THE THIRD section of the legislation 
makes it a felony to conceal or cover up 
known or suspected violations of this 
act. Penalties for violations of this act 
w'ould include a maximum fine of 
$10,000 or imprisonment for not more 
than IO years. 
With the next federal elections only a 
year away, I believe it is extremely 
important 
that 
this 
legislation 
be 
enacted as quickly as possible. The 
astronishing and shocking campaign 
abuses as the result of a misguided few 
which have come to light in the past 
months have seriously eroded the 
public confidence in the political 
process. 
That confidence and trust is a most 
crucial part of our democratic system 
of government in the United States, and 
legislation such as this would go a long 
way toward protecting the integrity of 
the electoral process and helping to 
restore the faith of the American 
people in it.

Energy crisis 
to dim Yule 
across nation 


COLUMBUS,

(A P )—The 
energy crisis may dim some of the 
sparkle for this year’s Christmas, a 
spokesman for the Public Utilities 
Commission of Ohio said Monday. 
John Ledingham said large outdoor 
Christmas displays that rely on lighting 
may have to be darkened to conserve 
electricity. 
He said electric utility companies 
should act voluntarily to reduce the 
power supplies to the displays that 
usually adorn public buildings and city 
thoroughfares during November and 
December. 
Ledingham threatened the utilities 
with a formal order if they do not act on 
their own. 
The commission, he said, wants the 
companies 
to 
pressure 
cities 
and 
businesses to forego the elaborate 
holiday displays in the interest of sav­ 
ing energy. 
* 
He said the commission recently 
mailed a letter to company presidents 
asking them to “re-think the wisdom of 
large displays and to make suggestions 
for conserving electricity.” 
The jurisdiction of the commission in 
the matter is fuzzy, Ledingham ad­ 
mitted. But he added that the utilities 
could be ordered to give private homes 
priority over commercial or municipal 
displays. 
However, Francis A. Coy, board 
chairman of The May Co. in Cleveland, 
and chairman of the city’s downtown 
lighting display committee, said there 
are no plans to reduce or cancel this 
y ea r’s plans. 
“ We feel that this is part of the 
developm ent of excitem ent in a 
downtown area and that the amount of 
power used is limited in relation to the 
total commercial use of a community,” 
Coy said. 
In Columbus, the m ayor’s office said 
the city’s outdoor Christmas trimmings 
will remain in storage through the 
holidays. The city council has passed a 
resolution 
curtailing 
C hristm as 
lighting. 
Burt Silverm an, executive vice 
president of the Downtown Toledo 
Association, said the group has delayed 
opening the city’s displays by one week 
in the interest of conservation. 
Silverman said the displays, mostly 
lighted Christmas trees on utility poles, 
will begin Nov. 24, instead of Nov. 17.

WASHINGTON — As m ysterious as 
the wildest whodunit ever written are 
the contradictory events of the past 
week. They have been as baffling in 
some respects for Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger as for the average 
citizen sitting on the sidelines and 
wondering what in thunder is going on. 
At his press conference Kissinger did 
not disclose the reaction he and his 
associates had in Moscow where they 
went 
at

invitation 
of 
Party 
S e c re ta ry L eonid B rezhn ev . They 
were im pressed by the great value that 
Brezhnev and the men around him put 
on detente with the United States. In 
the six hours of discussion it was the 
c e n te rp ie c e of K rem lin 
d e c isio n ­ 
making. 
In ra p id o rd e r a g r e e m e n t 
w as 
reached on a joint U.S.-U.S.S.H. cease­ 
fire resolution to be put before the 
U nited N a tio n s S e c u rity Council. 
Nothing was said about any Soviet- 
American force to police the cease-fire. 
The u n d e rs ta n d in g 
w as 
th a t 
the 
policing would be done by a U.N. ob­ 
server force. 


THIS WAS the word Kissinger took to 
Israeli P rim e Minister Golda Meir 
when he flew from Moscow to Tel Aviv.

Russian wheat 
poses problems 


WASHINGTON (AI*) 
The 
1973 
world wheat crop apparently will be 
much larger than was expected two 
months ago because of a big gain in 
Russian harvest prospects, 
tho Ag­ 
riculture Department says 
Although a larger wheat supply is 
good news to needy countries that 
depend on food grain 
imports, the 
situation is causing concern to U.S. 
growers who have been anticipating 
high prices over the next six or eight 
months. 
The department said Monday in a 
special report that the Soviet Union has 
produced a record crop of IOO million 
metric tons this year, about 3.7 billion 
bushels. 
O fficials said 
fu rth er 
that 
the 
estimate soon may be revised again to 
around no million tons. If so, that will 
mean extra grain in the world market. 
If the HO million tons proves to be an 
accurate estimate, the big Soviet crop 
will assure the world of a slight surplus 
without dipping into diminishing 
reserves — until next sum m er when 
another harvest is ready. 
The Foreign 
Agricultural 
Service 
said the 1973-74 use of wheat is expected 
to be about 360 million tons. The total 
world output this season is estim ated at 
about 355 million. But if the Russian 


crop is revised upward IO million tons, 
the 
world 
production 
will 
exceed 
demand by about five million tons. 
American farm ers produced a record 
crop this year of 47 million metric tons 
or 1.73 billion bushels 
less than half 
of the Russian crop. 
Nearly three-fourths of IJ S. wheat 
production, however, is available for 
export, while the Soviets are thought to 
need nearly all their harvest to rebuild 
some supplies. 
But according to trade sources, the 
Soviet wheat crop is raising concern 
that Russia, after being a record im ­ 
porter in 1972-73, may be in a position to 
begin selling some wheat next year on 
the world market.

province’s Liberal government won a 
landslide election victory Monday that 
Prem ier Robert Bourassa said con 
stituted a clear rebuff to the French 
Canadian separatist movement 
“ A great triumph for federalism over 
s e p a r a tis m ,” said P r im e M inister 
Pierre Elliott Trudeau, the Liberal 
party’s national leaderand a native of 
Quebec. 
When counting stopped for the night, 
the Liberals had won 99 of the I IO seats 


in the provencial assembly and were 
leading in two others. 
The separatist Parti Quebecois had 
won six, a loss of one; 
the Social 
( reditistes had two and had lost IO, and 
the once powerful Union Nationale, the 
official opposition party in the last 
assembly, was wiped out. One more 
seat was in doubt. 
The popular vote was not nearly so 
lopsided Though the Liberals had 54 
per cent, a gain of nine per cent over 
the 1970 results, the Parti Quebecois 


had 30 per cent, or a gain of seven per 
cent. It replaced the Union Nationale as 
the official opposition party.

N EW YO R K ( A P ) - Change 325 on 
the W atergate show: The Public 
Broadcasting Service now says it may 
broadcast unabridged reruns of some 
of the coming Senate Watergate Com­ 
mittee hearings. 
A P B S spokesman, who last week 
said there’d be nogavel-to-gavelreports 
of future hearings on Public TV, says 
that position has been changed by the 
stormy public reaction to President 
Nixon’s firing of .special Watergate 
prosecutor Archibald Cox. 
“ I think the whole public reaction 
simply indicates that if we can possibly 
do it, we are obligated to provide the 
coverage,” he said. 
He emphasized that in no way will all 
evening videotape reruns of future 
Watergate hearings be gavel-to-gavel. 
It will depend on the importance of 
each witness, he explained. 
As an example, he said, P B S un­ 
doubtedly would rebroadcast the full 
testimony of Cox—fired Oct. 20 by 
Nixon—were Cox to be called on to 
appear before the Senate Watergate 
Committee. 
‘‘We haven’t made any decisions 
yet,” 
he 
said, 
referring 
to 
such 
coverage. ‘‘However, we’re gearing up 
and ... getting ready to go gavel-to- 
gavel if we feel it’s warranted.” 
He added that P B S ’ plans for evening 
broadcasts of each day’s hearings— 


and the length of such broadcasts— 
won’t really be settled until P B S of­ 
ficials can study the scheduled ap­ 
pearances of future Watergate com­ 
mittee witnesses. 


The P B S spokesman said the initial 
decision against gavel-to-gavel reruns 
of 
the coming hearings was made 
earlier this month after P B S polled its 
stations 
about 
future 
W atergate 
evening broadcasts. 
At that time, he said, many public TV 
stations felt the hearings had “ ground 
down to the point of dullness” and most 
of them said they no longer wanted the 
gavel-to-gavel repeats P B S has run in 
the past. 
He said they also didn’t want the 
occasional three-hour abridged ver­ 
sions of the hearings, but that they did 
want P B S to stay “ flexible” in its 
coverage plans. 


P B S had planned to ask the stations 
again late last week what Watergate 
hearing 
coverage 
they 
wanted 
rebroadcast at night. But it instead 
decided to stick with the stations’ pre­ 
vious orders to use its own judgement, 
the spokesman said. 


Referring to 
future gavel-to-gavel 
repeats P B S m ay run at night, he said, 
“ w e’re going to wait and see who the 
committee’s witnesses are and then 
we’re going to simply tell the stations 
that w e’re going to feed it.

County school head reviews 
need for bond issue passage

The citizens of the Miami Trace 
School District will be voting this fall on 
an important school bond issue 
If passed, steps will be taken to 
construct a new junior high school for 
all seventh and eighth grade students of 
the district. Additional funds would be 
available for renovation of the existing 
elementary buildings 
An extensive study was conducted by 
a citizens advisory group in the spring 
of 1973 
The group toured all the 
elementary buildings and held follow 
up meetings with school personnel. The 
findings of the committee suggested 
that <1) there is not adequate junior 
high education for students due to lack 
of building space and equipment < 2) the 
elem entary schools are generally 
overcrowded and in need of repair and 
<3> state minimum standards are not 
being met 


THC FINDINGS of the committee 
were reviewed 
with 
the Board of 
Kducation, and 
there was 
general 
agreement that the upper elementary 
students 
deserved 
greater 
op­ 
portunities for learning. 
Introductions to vocational subjects 
such as industrial 
arts and 
home 
economics, expanded library facilities, 
extended physical education and in­ 
tram ural 
program s, 
specialized 
language, math, art. science and music 
classes as well as personalized coun­ 
seling services are a few examples of 
needed 
expansion. 
With 
additional 
equipment and adequate space for 
subjects areas, more effective methods 
of teaching could be employed.

The issue turned on whether 
Berliner or Edison was first 
with his microphone. The 
courts decided Berliner had 
been first. 
Berliner, who became a dry 
goods clerk in Washington I). 
C. when he arrived there at 19, 
took night courses and started 
inventing at his rooming house 
quarters. 
From the microphone he 
turned to the flat disc. Edison 
had a ten-year start with his 
cylinder, but when the great 
New Jersey inventor turned 
his attention to the electric 
light, Berliner was able to do 
what Edison hadn’t — develop 
a method for mass producing 
records.

THE $2 BILLIO N recording 
industry of today owes its start 
to Berliner’s 1887 invention of 
the flat disc, hand-cranked 
g r a m o p h o n e 
a n d 
photoengraving system for 
reproducing records. By 1888 
he had evolved the latter into a 
chemical process not unlike 
methods

Berliner founded the U.S. 
Gramophone

Washington D.C. in 1893. This 
company was to become in­ 
volved in lawsuits that would 
eventually sustain Berliner’s 
patents but cripple his U.S. 
gramophone 
and 
record 
businesses. 
TH E INVENTO R had more 
lasting 
success 
with 
the 
Deutsche 
Grammophon 
Gesellschaft, which he and his 
brother Joseph started in 
Hanover, Germany, in 1898. In 
1902, the great Enrico Caruso 
began a parade of that day’s 
stars to record 
for 
DGG, 
sealing 
the doom of the 
cylinder. 
In 
his 
later 
years 
in 
Washington 
Berliner 
in­ 
troduced pure milk laws into 
the* nation’s capital by getting 
congressmen’s wives to listen 
when their husbands wouldn’t. 
He also perfected an airplane 
engine capable of low in-flight 
speed, forerunner of the 
helicopter, and an acoustic 
tile. Berliner died in 1929.

Opening lead - four of hearts. 
Let’s assume you-'re in six clubs and 
West leads a heart. East’s two club bid 
suggests a void in clubs and probably 
the king of spades as well. Given these 
circumstances, what is the best way to 
play the hand? 
If you win the heart with the ace, 
discarding a diamond, and play the ace 
and another diamond, 
hoping to 


establish the suit, you run the risk that 
West will win the diamond and return a 
spade to put the kibosh on the slam. 
You could go up with the ace and 
proceed to establish the diamonds, but 
you would then be unable to cash them 
due to the 3-0 trump division. 
The problem is to bring the slam 
home despite the anticipated 3-0 trump 
break and the probable location of the 
king of spades — and this is a not in­ 
considerable challenge, even if you see 
all the hands. 
The solution lies in detecting the 
problem before you play to trick one.

king! As a result. West can never take 
the lead for the rest of the hand to fire a 
spade back at you.

diamond, which is the best he can do. 
You win with the ace, play a trump to 
the ten, discard the nine of diamonds on 
the ace of hearts, ruff a diamond, play 
a trump to the jack, and ruff another 
diamond.

item that shows the 
greatest price in­ 
crease is repair. We just can’t stress 
enough the importance of taking good 
care of your equipment. Im pact 
damage is high on the list of problems. 
Don’t drop the camera! Keep the neck 
strap short so that the camera won’t 
swing wildly and hit the car door or a 
rock along the trail. At the age of about 
45 you might be tempted to lengthen 
the cam era straps to see the focusing 
scale more clearly 
forget it, go to 
bifocals. 
Heat is an enemy of your camera. 
Keep it aw ay from the rear window in 
the car. That sun can cook it in a short 
time. On a trip it’s best to keep it in a 
gadget bag, out of the* sun. 
In our experience, about HO per cent 
of the camera and projector damage 
was done when the equipment was in 
the hands of other than the owner. 
There is a go<xl reason for this. First, 
the owner usually has read the in­ 
struction book and is well aware of all 
the“ don*ts” therein. Secondly, there is 
a type of parasite who never buys 
anything he can borrow. Since the 
equipment isn’t his, he couldn’t care 
less what happens to it since it didn’t 
cost him anything in the first place. So 
he is your wife's brother; learn to say 
“ no" when he asks for your Pentax.

The President braved a com m uter’s 
nightmare to get here Monday night, 
driving up in the evening rush hour that 
invariably clogs northbound highways. 
Nixon's only companions on the 70- 
mile drive were two Secret Service 
agents. 
Shortly after his arrival, the area 
was hit by high winds, hail and elec­ 
trical storms. 
There w'as no word on when Nixon 
would return to the White House and no 
explanation of why he came.
